Summary: 


On 03-23-2017, at approximately 1545 hours, Officers Michael Hauscarriague, Vuong Truong, Stuart 
Donaldson, Ross Tweedy and I were dispatched to the Unit T-13 Courtyard for a PDAS (Personal 
Duress Alarm System) activation. Every Staff member is given a PDAS alarm and is instructed to 
activated it if they are in fear for their life or safety. 

While en route to the Courtyard I could hear Patient^^^^^^B screaming, "Fuck you" and "I'm ~ 
going to kill everyone!" I recognized this was^^^^^oic^om contacting him in previous 
icidents. Officers ran from the Substation to the Courtyard. 

Upon arrival, at approximately 1546 hours, I pacing back and for th on the other side of a 

locked chain linked gate. I saw several staff approximately 40 feet away from on the other 

side of t he Courty ard. I kn ew something was wrong because there were no stef^^atients near 
I thought^^^l possibly had a weapon and that is why there were no staff around him. 
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eyes were wide opel —« had his head down, fists clench^ , arms were rigid and was — 
reathing heavy. yelled, "Fuck you motherfuckers!" Officer Donaldson gave 

verbal command t^^away from the gate so Officers could enter the Courtyard safely. 

■yalked towards the west cement wall and yelled, "Fuck you motherfucker's!" 

As was walking towards the wall, he kicked a basketball in a aggressiv e manner . still 

had both fists clenched and his arms wer e rigid. B ased on prior incidences wlth^^^l I knew this 
was a precursor to a violent act. I felt like was going to physically harm someone. 

Officer Hausc arriague entered the Courtyard and gave the verbal commandforj^^ to stop 
walking away. yelled, Tm going to kill you Officers!" I ran towards attempt to 

control him on tn^round for the safety off staff, patients, and Offi cers. I fe lunaHtfould have been the 
safest decision at that time. I was infearthatifwedid not contain^^H| quickly he would have 
physically harmed someone. Officer Hauscarriag ue appro ached ^^^P}efore I did and attempted 
to contain him on the waist area using both arms, turned his body slightly and used his right 

arm to push down on Office r Hauscarriague’s right shou lder, ni ls resistance forced Officer 
Hauscarriague and towards the Courtyard wall.and Officer Hauscarriague both 

contacted the wall.

could ask him a few qu estions. agreed to speak with us. We asked if he said he was 

going to kill an Officer. said he was going to kill someone to go back to county Jail and he was 

not afraid of the Police.^^^l also said he was going to go to the Police Department with hand 
grenades. As a Police Officer I take every threat seriously.

T13. Hospital Police arrived to the unit T13 courtyard-A at approximately 1546 hours. Officers 
present were, Jose Becerra. Stuart Donaldson. Vuong Truong, Michael Hauscarriague and myself 
(Officer Ross Tweedy). 


Officers arrived to the Unit T13 courtyard where I obse^d standing on the 

other side of the locked chain link fence entrance. was pacin^acl^na forth along the fence 

.nd takin g deep breaths with his fists clenched anowould not acknowledge police verbal commands 
back was to the fence and continued to pacing with his head down looking at the ground,

the fence. As was walking away from the fence towards the wall he kicked a basketisall and

Facts that were obtained by Officer Hauscarriague's statements to me are summarized below. Refer 
to the audio recording of the interview for complete details. TTie Interview with Officer Hauscarriague 
was approximately sixteen (16) minutes and thirty-six (36) seconds. 

I asked Officer Hauscarriague if he was "Briefed" about F'atient^^lH^ prior to this incident. 
Prior to the shift, the Sergeant on duty conducts a "Briefing," Dunn^n^Bnefing" the Sergeant 
advised the Police Officer's prior to going to their post, if there is a potential safety hazard, persons of 
interest, and current events. 


Officer Hauscarriague stated, " My Serge ant, Nicholas Kotsinadeiis briefed me approximately two 
days before. He told me hadn^e a threat on Officers lives, so that he could go 

back to jail. I was also briefed tha^atient^^^l was known to make weapons." 

Officer Hauscarriague told me he was responding to a "Personal Alarm" on Unit T-13. Officer 
Hauscarriague stated that when staff are working on the patient housing units they carry a Personal 
Duress Alarm System. Officer Hauscarriague said staff activate their alarm when they are "In 
distress. They pull their alarm when they need additional help, or when they are in fear for their 
safety." 

Officer Hauscarriague said when he approached Unit T-13 courtyard gate, he heard "Yelling." Officer 
Hauscarriagu e said he could see through the gate and that were multiple staff me mbers inside the 
ourtyard with Officer Hauscarriague tok) me he knew that it was i n the cou rtyard 

because of the briefing provided by Sergeant Kotsinadeiis and prior incidences with^^^H 
According to Officer Hauscarriague, due to the prior incidences, he is familiar with|||^^^f 
appearance. 

Officer Hauscarriague said prior to Polic e Officer s opening the courtyard gatewas still 
"Agitated", had his "Fists clenched," andwas "Pacing around." Officer^ausMtriague said, 
"When you go to a Personal Duress Alarrr^^tem, most of the time the staff are there trying to talk 
to them. When you see the staff so far away from them, you know they're in fear for their safety." 
Officer Hauscarriague said this statement was based upon his experience at Department of State 
Hospitals-Napa. 


I asked Officer Hauscarriague, "Once you saw that the staff was so far away, and Patient| 
was exhibiting that behavior, What was going through your mind at that point?" Officer 
Hauscarriague responded, "I didn't know what had just happened. I didn't know if someone had just 


been assaulted. I didn't know if

Hauscarriague stated he was concerned for the safety of everyone. 

Officer Hauscarriague said once he made contact with^^^l "He clenched up. I attempted to take 
him to the g round, but we did not go to the ground as I intended." Officer Hauscarriague stated he 
and ^|Hwent towards the wall instead of the ground. Officer Hauscarrigue told me it could have 
beeinrom^^^l resisti ng but he could not be sure. Officer Hauscarriague said It was possible that 
other Police Officer's saw^^^l resisting but due to Officer Hauscarriague hitting his head on the 
wall he could not remember. 

Officer Hauscarriague stated, "He was a threat, he had his fists clenched. He was agitated. He 
wasn't calming down, and I believed I needed to get control of him, to keep everyone and my fellow 
Officers, the staff, and the patients safe. That was the best decision to keep everyone safe. " Officer 
Hauscarriague was referring to what ultimately determined his decision to go hands on with ^|||^ 

Officer Hauscarriague referenced that there are things that he does not remember hearing during the 
incident . I asked Officer Hauscarriague If It was possible he does not remember statements made by 
m due to hitting his head on the wall. Officer Hauscarrigaue responded, ’Yes." Officer 
Hausca rriague told me that It was possible other Police Officers that were at the incident could hear 
Bill iTtaking threatening statements that he could not remember. 

Officer Hauscarriague told me once his head hit the wall and he fell to the ground he was "Real 
fezed" and his "Ears were ringing" a "Very loud ringing." Offic er Hausc arriague said he remembered 
asking if "He was okay?" Officer Hauscarriague stated responded, "Fuck you" and 

"No I'm not okay."
